Prospects for general prosperity 


are excellent throughout Southern 
and Central California, according to 
the 1926 report of John B. Miller 
president of the Southern California 
Edison company, .presented at the 
annual meeting of the stockholders 
of ,that company held March. 18. 


In the absence of Mr. 'Miller, the 


meeting was presided over by B. H. 
Ballard, executive vice-president and 
general manager. 


"California faces an exceptionally 


prosperous year in 1927," the report 
States. "Tho abundant rainfall to 
date_ with, the promise of a record 
precipitation and heavy snows in the 
high. Sierra, insure ample water sup- 
ply for 'the company 's'operation and 
prosperous condition in the state's 
basic pursuit of agriculture." 


Gross earnings of the 'company for 


1926 amounted to $27,846,518, an in- 
crease of $3,014,116 over the previous 
high of 1925. Since the consumption 
of electricity is a very reliable index 
of _ community growth and prosperity, 
this healthy increase in gross earn- 
ings with the corresponding increase 
in sales of electric energy is ample 
evidence that this territory is making 
satisfactory and rapid progress. 


Net earnings amounted to $18,- 


061,809, an increase of nine per cent, 
and were equivalent to three times 
the interest requirements chargeable 
to operating. After setting'aside $3,- 
329,969 for depreciation, a balance 
of $8,859,462 was available for divi- 
dends and surplus, indicating a sub- 
stantial increment in the latter. 


Outlining the progress which had 


been made in development of now 
business the report stated "28,095 
new consumers' were connected to 
the system in 1926, being an increase 
of nine per 'cent for the year. ' ' Ad- 
ditional connected load of 212-700 
horsepower, an increase of seventeen 
per cent, was taken on the lines." 
It further stated that the company 
will continue to concentrate its ef- 
forts on an aggressive load develop- 
ment campaign in the year 1927. 
Plans for extensive new business de- 
velopment and load building as well 
as continued merchandising activi- 
ties are designed, to produce an. ex- 
cess of 200,000 horsepower additional 
load, practically all of which will be 
connected within the year," 


One of .the outstanding features 


of the Edison company's financial 
program for 1926. was the marketing 
of $40,000,000 of refunding bonds 
bearing a rate of five per cent, the 
proceeds from which were applied to 
the retirement of $33,919,000 of six 
por cent bonds — the balance of the 
issue being applied to the company. 
construction program.

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siderable annual saving in interest 
charges and a substantial reduction 
in the total amount of outstanding 
bonds constituting prior lien to the 
refunding mortgage issue, thereby 
placing the company in a very fav- 
orable position for future financing. 


During 1926 the number of Ed- 


ison stockholders was increased thir- 
ty per cent and at the close of the 
year 103,865 individual stockholders 
participated in the ownership of the 
company.. At the annual meeting 
held one year ago the stockholders 
authorized a reduction in par value 
from $100 to '$25 per share and the 
great amount of stock sold and the 
large number of new partners added 
since that time is taken to indicate 
a very popular reception of this plan. 


, Total assets of the Edison company 


at the close of 1926 amounted to 
$268,207,642, an increase for the year 
of 11 per cent. 


Continuing its construction pro- 


gram both in the hydro-electric de- 
velopments in Fresno count, known 
as the Big Creek-San Joaquin river 
project, and also in its.major steam 
plant at Long Beach, the Edison 
company during the year made total 
capital expenditures amounting to 
$26,364,126. The report also announc- 
es the further program of construc- 
tion along the same lines in 1927 
with a proposed expenditure of $42,- 
881,000. 


Mr. Miller's report calls particular 


^attention to the remarkable progress 
in steam power generation of elec- 
tricity as accomplished in the Long 
Beach plant. "The output has aver- 
aged 435 kilowatt hours per barrel 
of fuel oil or gas ^equivalent as com- 
pared with 240 kilowatt hours per 
"barrel of fuel in the original Long 
Beach sfteam plant No. 1," the re- 
port reads. "Tho plant generated 
forty-five per cent more energy than 
Hast year at a reduction of fourteen 
per cent in cost per kilowatt hour."

THE McFADDEN BILL 


After 
much debate 
and many 


amendments and conferences, the 
Mc.Fadden bill has been passed by 
congress. 


There are two main provisions in 


this till. One of them permits na- 
tional banks to establish branch 
banks in cities where the parent 
bank is located, and having not less 
than a certain population, in states 
where brunch banking is permitted 
by state law to state banks. 


The other provision is that allow- 


ing national banks to make 5-year 
loans secured by first mortgage, upon 
improved real estate.

The plot, of a farce that revolves around 
the pursuit of a lady to possess one of her garters for rea- 
sons that are hghly involved and fraught with hilarious 
escapades and unexpected difficulties, may bring contin- 
uous explosions of laughter, but it isn't the getting of the 
lady's garter that is at the base of the nonsense. It is the 
world-old theme of a woman's virtue, or her lack of it. 


Prudery and license are ever in a tug-of-war. 
Today 


thinly-disguised licentiousness on the stages seems to have 
a little the better of the struggle. 
Sixty-five per cent of 


the movie audiences, especially in the smaller cities, are 
made up of persons under twenty years of age. 
If filth 


passes for fun in the movies and'on the cheap stage, it is 
inevitable that it will be looked upon in about the'same 
way in real life, and therein lies the danger that comes of 
horse-play and buffoonery allowed to enter that delicate 
zone within which we attempt to maintain a civilized and 
workable balance in the relations between the sexes. 


Smothering the Demon— 


(Los Angeles Times) : Continual pounding home of 


the necessity for -greater care on the part of the public to 
curb the forest-fire menace is beginning to bear fruit. Dur- 
ing the past year there has been a marked decrease in the 
number of blazes in Los Angeles comity and a material j-e- 
fiiac'iiOR-KiMneneta'ry loss. Infinitely'greater is the •conse- 
quent preservation of forest and brush land on the water- 
sheds. Hardly a more vital problem faces Southern Cali- 
fornia than the conservation of timber slopes to prevent 
excessive run-offs of rains. Every tree and every bush is 
an active factor in the advancement of the southland. 


Simultaneously with the report of the county forester 


on the fire situation, plans were outlined to secretaries of 
the chambers of commerce in the county for an active cam- 
paign to preserve forests. More vigor is to be put into the 
1927 conservation drive than ever before. The evident 
awakening of public interest is spurring officials to spread 
further the doctrine of tree importance. It is hoped to 
make of every citizen who frequents the outdoors an in- 
terested aide of those officially responsible for stamping out 
the fire peril and also a champion of reforestation efforts. 


Apathy more than anything else has permitted the 


already serious depletion of forest lands. 
Tho ordinary 


person has not been impressed sufficiently with his individ- 
ual responsibility for the common heritage—natural and 
developed timber. It is a blot on the mass conscience that 
large areas of forests have to be closed during dry seasons 
because unthinking and careless visitors are a'constant 
threat; they are likely to start a fire anywhere simply be- 
cause they never take the time or the interest to consider 
the consequences of throwing down a match or a cigarette. 


It is in the reformation of this spirit that officials and 


-other interested persons face their greatest task. The per- 
centage of fires started by natural causes—lightning, spon- 
taneous combustion, etc.—is negligible. It is the human 
element that is dangerous. While there are more or less 
rigorous regulations now in effect, providing some punish- 


; 
ment for persons convicted of starting forest fires through 
carelessness, it is to be desired that the statutes be made 
more stringent. A man who deliberately or through crim- 
inal negligence kills hundreds of trees, strips the hills bare 
and endangers lives and other property should be dealt 
with as sternly as one who enters a house and steals its 
contents. Both arc robbing the people. 


In addition, the creation of the flood control channels 


and other works intended to halt the destructive flow of 
waters toward the sea will prove of less benefit if the de- 
nuded mountains pour down from their sides the roaring 
deluge with no trees to stem the flow. 
The recent heavy 


storm demonstrated how vital it is, as an aid to the chan- 
nels, to have the run-off reduced to the minimum by natural 
arboreal coverage. 


With the splendid results obtained during the past 


year as an i n e c n l i v e the chamber of commerce offieials and 
every good eitixen will join w i t h renewed vigor the fight to 
quell the fiery peril of 
I be forests, 
ft is a .-ommon duty.

Business in Year 


In a year of surplus materials tun! 


keen selling eompntition tho Fruit 
Growers Supply company ditl a busi- 
ness of $8,2Sfi,fi75, almost a million 
more than during the previous yoar, 
and operating cogts wore rerhieo<i 
twsnty-sevfin cents per $100 of busi- 
ness transacted, aee.ording to the an- 
nual report for the year ending De- 
cember 31, l!)2fi, just released by 
General Manager Karl G. Dezell. 


Tho supply company, owned and 


operated by members of tho Califor- 
nia Fruit Growers' Exchange, distri- 
buted to its members in tho form of 
refunds on sundry purchases $75,059 
at the end of 1926. 


Owing to conditions which existed 


in the Pacific coast lumber market 
during 1926, tho lumber operations 
for tho first time since they were 
acquired ahowed a loss. These same 
conditions also effected a lowering 
in the cost of boxes, according to 
the general manager's report. He 
states, however, that if it wore not 
tK'e supply company's ability to pro- 
duce in its own mills • boxes to pro- 
tect a large proportion of its require- 
ments, growers who now have this co- 
operative 
purchasing 
organization 


would find themselves in tho same 
position they were years ago, paying 
excessive profits for their supplies in 
many instances. 


The report calls attention to the 


23 million box crop in prospect for 
1927 and to the importance of grow- 
ers of a central office for tho pur- 
chase and distribution of the supplies 
necessary to the successful market- 
ing of tnis crop. Qf equal importance 
with tho securing of lower prices for 
growers, it is the function of the 
supply company to havo materials 
on hand for prompt delivery when 
needed.

Word 
was received last week that an ex- 
perimental shipment of Coacholla 
grapefruit had arrived at Gothen- 
burg, Sweden, in first class 'condition. 
The fruit was loaded at San Pedro 
harbor on the motorship Axel John- 
son and was in transit 80 days, 


Markets heretofore, closed to Cali- 


fornia fresh fruits .because of a 
dirth of refrigerator ships will be 
opened by use of the process, it is 
predicted by M. L. Trowbridge, chief 
chemist for the company. A saving 
of 25 cents a box is being effected 
for the growers, he stated, half the 
sum representing'the cost of icing 
iu transit and the remainder made 
up of a higher price received for the 
fruit on the open market. 


According to Trowbridge, the fruit 


is prepared for shipment by being 
imerged in a solution that seals the 
pores in the skins. So thin is the 
coasting applied that it is scarcely 
noticeable and it gives the fruit an 
added Ulster. One experimental ship- 
ment of grapefruit was made to 
1'lurida, thence to Europe and back 
to the "Cracker" state, where a 
banquet was served, featuring the 
fruit in all its freshness. 


JSo successful have shipments been 


to Kngland, Holland, .IS'orway and 
Sweden, that fruit packers are. turn- 
ing thnir eyes to the Orient. Tho 
j:>i;uit has n capacity of live carloads 
daily. 


Following the shipment of the 


grapefruit at Gothenburg, 12 letters 
have been received from iirms there 
stutiug that large orders for Califor- 
nia fruit are soon to be placed, .pro- 
vided the shipment is made by the 
new process. Already the Mutual 
Orange Distributors are employing 
the isrogdex process in shipping fruit 
to the northwestern markets by wa- 
ter and then inland by rail, without 
refrigeration, Trowbridge declared.

INDEPENDENT ENGINEERS 


CONFIRM SITE AT FORKS 


FOR SAN GABRIEL DAM 


The anxiously awaited report on 


flood control and conservation on 
the San Gabriel river and other 
flood control projects from three in- 
dependent engineers, F. H. Fowler, 
Cbas. D. Mark and Chas. H. Paul, 
was received by the board of super- 
visors on Monday morning and con- 
firmed the county selection of the 
Forks site as the proper place for 
the San Gabriel dam. 


The report was of such importance 


that we submit in full its following 
conclusions, in which the board was 
unanimous: 


CONCLUSIONS 


1. That on the San Gabriel pro- 


ject, long holdover storage is not 
economically feasible. 


2. That the storage capacity to 


flood control should be definitely 
separated from the storage capacity 
in the same reservoir devoted to con- 
servation. 


3. That the Granite Dyke dam site 


is unsuited for a dam so high as to 
give the required storage capacity. 


4. That a reservoir for flood con- 


trol and conservation in the San 
Gabriel canyon should be built for a 
total storage capacity of 180,000 
acre feet.

5. That this capacity should be 


allotted as follows: 


5,000 acre feet for debris storage. 
70,000 acre feet for conservation 


and spreading storage. 


105,000 acre feet for flood control. 
6. That to give this required capa- 


city, a dam approximately 385 feet 
high from stream bed , should be 
built at the Forks site. 


7. That the cost of this reservoir 


will be approximately $25,800,000. 


8. That a dam at the same site 


storing 290,000 acre feet would be 
about 430 feet high above stream 
bed and, with the reservoir, would 
cost $31,000,000 or more. 


9. That other units of the project, 


now built or contemplated, need 
careful replanning. 


(a) The San Dimas dam is of no 


use for the control of large floods 
and the spillway should be enlarged. 


(b) 
The Puddingstone spillway 


should bo enlarged. 


(c) The Big Santa Anita dam is 


of doubtful value. 


(d) The plans for the Big Dalton 


Creek and Thompson Creek dams 
need revision. 


(e) The proposed dams in Eaton 


cnayon and in Sawpit canyon, are 
not economically justified. 


10. That the board of supervisors 


has suffered from poor engineering 
p.dvice as to a coordinated plan for 
the San Gabriel flood control project. 


Notwithstanding the fact 
that 


Messrs. Fowler, Marx and Paul agree 
with the county engineering depart- 
ment that the Forks site is the 
proper-place for the dam, they said 
that " as to a coordinated plan for 
the. Sa'n Gabriel flood control pro- 
ject, the board of supervisors has 
suffered from poor engineering ad- 
vice." 


The county started with a 430-foot 


dam to store 240,000 acre feet of 
water for both flood control and 
water storage purposes, and antici- 
pated that the whole will cost $25,- 
OOO.OOO'to $30,000,000. Messrs. Fow- 
ler, Marx and Paul opine that 385- 
foot dam to store 180,000 acre feet 
is large enough, should be built at 
the Forks site and that it will cost 
$25,800,000. They said the dam pro- 
posed by the county will cost $31,- 
000,000 or more. 


GRANITE SITE UNSUITED 
The other conclusions of Messrs. 


Fowler, Marx and Paul are that long 
holdover storage is not economically 
feasible, that there should be defin- 
ite separation between flood control' 
storage and water conservation stor- 
age in the same reservoir, that the 
Granite site is unsuited for a dam 
high enough to provide required 
capacity, and that the 1800,000 acre 
feet capacity should be allotted as 
follows: 5000 acre feet for debris 
storage, 70,000 for conservation and 
spreading storage, and 105,000 for 
flood control. 


OTHER UNITS 


As to the other units of the San 


Gabriel flood control project which 
are in various stages of completion, 
the report states there is need of 
very careful replanning. Large sums 
have already been spent on these 
works and other large expenditures 
are being made and are contemplat- 
ed. The consulting board is convinc- 
ed that ordinary engineering and 
mechanical principles have not been 
applied to the planning of the var- 
ious units of the projects in advance 
of their construction. 
The dams 


have bten well designed structurally, 
and aro being well built, but the 
flood control capacity provided bears 
no relation to the maximum run-off 
to be expected from the drainage 
areas. 


Of particular interest to citizens 


of West Covina district will be the 
board's findings in the matter of 
Puddingstone dam. They are as fol- 
lows: 


"The Puddingstoue reservoir has 


a drainage area of 3(3 square miles, 
including that above San Dimas. It 
has already been shown that the ef- 
fect of the San Dirnas dam in con- 
trolling the maximum flood is neg- 
ligible. Assuming that the diversion 
canal will be built, a flood may bo 
expected into the Puddingstono from 
this drainage area with a maximum 
daily runoff of not less than 20,000 
acre feet. Such a runoff coming into 
the empty reservoir could be handled 
without danger of overtopping the 
dam, but should such a flood find the 
Puddingstone reservoir filled or near- 
ly so, the combined capacity of out- 
lets and spillway would bo exhausted 
and this earth dam would be over- 
topped. 
There is danger of this, 


even should the canal not be built. 
Overtopping should not be permitted 
under any circumstances aad, there- 
fore, a re-de3igning of the spillway 
of the Puddingatone dani is impera- 
tively necessary. Otherwise, the dam 
will not be (Safe." 
. 


The report further states tbat the 


chief engineer has repeatedly aa- 


nounced - as his policy, "Darns are 
proposed to the Ipaximum heights 
which I thought the physical condi- 
tions offered for safe construction, 
and of course these heights govern 
their capacities." The general car- 
rying ou.t of the project to date 
squares up with that policy. 
It is 


not based on sound engineering prin- 
ciples and as would be expected, it 
results in expenditures of doubtful 
value, and in some 
structures 
of 


doubtful safety. It is a serious mat- 
ter to build a dam in a canyon sub- 
ject to hca.vy floods, without a care- 
ful study of flood conditions to be 
expected, and without ample provi- 
sion for taking care of maximum 
probable floods. 


In several of the cases already 


mentioned, the flood menace to the. 
structures obviously has been over- 
looked; for example, at San Dimas, 
Puddingstone and the proposed dams 
on Big Dalton and Thompson Creek. 
Dangerous conditions exist which 
should be remedied at once. 


The board of supervisors, in the 


opinion of the consulting board, has 
suffered from poor engineering ad- 
vice as to a coordinated plan for the 
San Gabriel flood control 
project. 


Large sums have been expended 
which; in our opinion, could have 
been used to much'better advantage. 
By proper engineering and economic 
studies of future plans, before con- 
struction is undertaken, a repetition 
of such mistakes may be avoided. 


BOARD PERSONNEL 


The consulting board, composed 


of Charles H. Paul, of Dayton, C., 
builder of the Arrowroek dam and 
engineer of the Miami conservation 
district; Charles D. Marx, professor 
of civil engineering at Stanford uni- 
versity, and chairman of the Arch 
Dam test committee of Engineering 
Foundation; and Frederick H. Fow- 
ler, consulting engineer in San Fran- 
cisco and formerly engineer for the 
federal power. commission in Call- 
for, has studied the flood problems 
of the county since last November. 


Following receipt of the report, 


the supervisors or. Monday awarded 
the contract for ties for the rail- 
road now being constructed up the 
San Gabriel canyon to the Forks 
site.

Ranking second to falls in home 


accidents are those due to burns and 
scalds. '' Mothers still. think they 
:an go downstairs with a baby on 
one arm and a kettle of hot water 
n the other hand." 


The proper construction of homes, 


t is suggested, would greatly tend 
;o reduce accidents. "Rough floors 
are dangerous, and winding stairs, 
;hough artistic, .Are often 
deadly. 


Heating and cooking equipment is 
frequently not properly 
installed; 


gas and electric installation is often 
carelessly done. Another source of 
danger is the light fixture within 
reach of one standing in the bath- 
tub. '' 


Upon perusing the National Safe- 


ty Council's remarks on this subject 
the realization dawns on one that 
one must be vigilant and always cir- 
cumspect, for 
danger 
perpetually 


hovers around one. Slippery floors 
ar,? dangerous. And rugs ditto. 


What is it that one must do? 
Perhaps nothing save to obey the 


old command to "Watch your step! "
